Opening Statement 


On Friday, July 19, 2013, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators responded to an incident 
command post, established by Pico Rivera Station personnel. Sergeant Slade 
Carrizosa, Sergeant Dave Ladjevic and Lieutenant Todd Weber were briefed regarding 
the circumstances of a Deputy Involved Hit Shooting. Sergeant Slade Carrizosa was 
assigned the responsibility for the administrative review of the incident. 


Sergeant Patrick Morris was tasked with completing the review in Sergeant Carrizosa's 
absence. 


Synopsis 


Sergeant Pablo Partida and Deputy Cuauhtemoc Gonzalez were driving south on 
Duchess Drive in a marked patrol car, when they stopped to contact Suspect Robert 
MacAfee and another individual who were sitting on the porch of Duchess Drive in 
the unincorporated area of Whittier. Sergeant Partida recognized the location as being a 
narcotics location where gang members frequent. Two weeks prior to this incident, the 
suspects ШИ was arrested at the location for narcotics. During 
that investigation, told deputies his IEEE Suspect Robert McAfee) was 
on active parole and in possession of a firearm. This arrest and subsequent parole 
compliance search occurred on July 6, 2013 and was documented under Los Angeles 
County Sheriffs Department file number 913-04922-1575-184, refer to Homicide book, 
Exhibit A, pages 64-70. 
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As Sergeant Partida and Deputy Gonzalez approached the residence, the two males 
looked at Sergeant Partida and Deputy Gonzalez. They both stood up and walked to the 
front door of the residence. Suspect McAfee attempted to open the front door, but was 
unsuccessful. Deputy Gonzalez and Sergeant Partida exited their patrol car to contact 
the two males. Suspect McAfee ran north along the front porch towards the driveway 
and chain link fence. The second male walked away from the porch onto the front lawn 
area in a southeast direction. Deputy Gonzalez detained the second male (| 

| gun point on the front lawn without incident. 


Sergeant Partida drew his duty weapon and ordered Suspect McAfee to stop running. 
Sergeant Partida believed Suspect McAfee appeared to be a gang member based on his 
baggy clothing and numerous tattoos. 


Suspect McAfee continued running north along the porch ignoring Sergeant Partida's 
orders to stop running. Sergeant Partida ran west down the driveway from his patrol car 
approximately 10 to 15 yards towards Suspect McAfee. 


As Suspect McAfee reached the driveway and chain link gate which separates the front 
and rear yards, he opened the gate and ran west, closing the gate behind him. Sergeant 
Partida momentarily lost visual contact with Suspect McAfee in the backyard due to the 
privacy slats in the chain link fence. Sergeant Partida heard what he believed to be 
metal hitting the ground and described it as a "clanging" sound. 


Sergeant Partida opened the gate in order to clear the area behind the gate. Sergeant 
Partida saw Suspect McAfee approximately six feet west of the chain link gate, crouched 
down between a van parked in the driveway facing west at the north property line fence. 
Suspect MacAfee was facing north towards the fence with the right side of his body facing 
Sergeant Partida. Suspect McAfee was holding a gun in his right hand, which he raised 
and pointed in his direction as he began to stand up from a crouching position. Sergeant 
Partida, fearing for his life and believing he may be shot, fired two rounds from his 9mm 
duty weapon at Suspect McAfee. Suspect McAfee continued to raise the handgun and 
simultaneously tossed it over the fence, into the backyard of the residence to the north. 
Suspect McAfee turned and ran a few steps, then collapsed. Sergeant Partida detained 
Suspect McAfee at gunpoint. 


Suspect McAfee sustained two gunshot wounds, one to the left side of the torso and one 
to his left buttocks. He was pronounced dead at the scene. 


Two expended 9mm shell casings were recovered at the location. One shell casing was 
located near the fence post on the driveway of Duchess Drive. The second shell 
casing was located next to the right rear passenger side tire of a 1999 GMC van, 
California license plate EN... was parked behind the gate. 
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The suspect's handgun was recovered in the backyard of the adjoining residence to the 
north, located at ринин The handgun, a Beretta Cougar, 
9mm semiautomatic handgun, was loaded with 28 live 9mm rounds in an extended 
magazine, refer to Exhibit A, page 36, and Exhibits B and C (Crime Scene photos 
and sketches). 

Deputy Gonzalez detained the second male at gun point on the front lawn of the location. 
Deputy Gonzalez asked Sergeant Partida if he was ok. Sergeant Partida confirmed he 
was ok and Deputy Gonzalez advised Pico Rivera Station units they had been involved in 
a shooting over Dispatch 13 and requested additional units to their location along with 
rescue. The second male, Mas detained without incident. 

The incident was documented in Homicide Bureau's case book and Supplemental 
Report, Exhibit A, and crime scene sketches (Exhibit C) along with related photographs 
which were placed on CD's, refer to Exhibit B. 

The Sheriff's Department received a four page letter from the District Attorney's Office 
stating Sergeant Partida's shooting was a lawful shooting. Refer to the District 
Attorney's letter in the miscellaneous document section of this case. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Gonzalez put out radio traffic advising 
they had been involved in a shooting.

No deputies were injured. 

Suspect McAfee sustained two gunshot wounds, one to his left chest and one to his left 
upper buttocks. He was pronounced dead at 1157 hours by Los Angeles County Fire 
Paramedics Canales and Soto (Paramedic Squad 28). Suspect McAfee's remains were 
transported to the Los Angeles County Coroner's office. His remains were examined by 
Doctor Kevin Young. Suspect McAfee cause of death was due to a single gunshot 


wound to the chest, refer to Exhibit A, pages 135-162. A CD containing Autopsy 
photographs is included in Exhibit B. 


Physical Evidence 


All physical evidence was collected and documented by Scientific Services Bureau 
personnel. For more information, refer to Exhibit A, pages 39-40. 
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Additionally, a CD containing crime scene photographs, and audio recordings are 
provided with this case; refer to Exhibit B. Crime scene sketches are submitted with 
this case, refer to Exhibit C. 


Investigators’ Observations 


At the time of the IAB investigator's arrival, the crime scene had been preserved. The 
physical evidence at the scenes appeared to be consistent with the deputies’ versions of 
the events.

IAB Note: An examination of Sergeant Partida's firearm indicated 
he shot a total of two rounds, as he carried his weapon 
with fifteen rounds in the magazine and one round in 
the chamber. Following the shooting his weapon 
contained thirteen rounds in the magazine and one 
round in the chamber.

IAB NOTE: Scientific Services report of Suspect McAfee's firearms 
functionality test was not included in Exhibit A and was requested 
by IAB Investigator, Sergeant Morris on 02/10/2015. The firearms 
report was entered into this investigation as Exhibit D. The Crime 
Lab's chemical test was negative for latent prints on Suspect 
McAfee's firearm, refer to Exhibit A, page 38. No blood was found 
on Suspect McAfee's firearm, refer to Exhibit A, page 172.

IAB Interview of Sergeant Pablo Partida 


Sergeant Partida was interviewed by IAB investigators Sergeant Morris and Lieutenant 
Carter on May 14, 2015. The following is a summary of that interview. For more 
information and precise wording, see the attached verbatim transcription of the interview. 


ida stated he was assigned as 1535 which is n 5$ | 
Team. He and Deputy Gonzalez went to get something to eat and were in 
a marked black and white patrol car. He was wearing a class B uniform with a gun belt.

He had his duty weapon, two magazines containing additional rounds of ammunition, a 
sheriff's radio, two handcuff cases, OC pepper spray and additional magazines in the 
back of his gun belt, a flashlight and Expandable Baton. 


Sergeant Partida stated he and his partner (Deputy Gonzalez) were driving south on 
Duchess Drive in the city of Whittier, eir way back to Pico Rivera Station when they 
saw two males on the front porch of uchess Drive. They recognized the house as 
being a location known for narcotics based on a citizen complaint. Sergeant Partida and 
Deputy Gonzalez had also arrested a male at that location two weeks earlier for 
possession of narcotics. During the narcotics investigation at that location, they 
obtained information from the that his Suspect McAfee) was a parolee 
who lived at the location and may be armed with a gun. Sergeant Partida and Deputy 
Gonzalez had no further information, other than Suspect McAfee was in fact on parole. 


As Sergeant Partida and Deputy Gonzalez drove closer to the location, Suspect McAfee 
walked up to the front door of the location and attempted to open the front door. Deputy 
Gonzalez and Sergeant Partida stopped their patrol car just to the north of Suspect 
McAfee’s home. Suspect McAfee began running north along the porch towards the 
driveway. Sergeant Partida began to run west down the driveway towards Suspect 
McAfee. 


Sergeant Partida stayed with Suspect McAfee and his partner (Deputy Gonzalez) stayed 
with the second male (Mr. I: ow] As Sergeant Partida focused on Suspect McAfee, he 
did not hear his partner give any commands to Mr. |222 | nor were they communicating 
to each other at this point. 


Sergeant Partida saw Suspect McAfee holding his waistband as he ran north along the 
front porch. Sergeant Partida ordered Suspect McAfee to stop. Sergeant Partida 
believed Suspect McAfee was a gang member at this point based on his baggy clothing 
and numerous tattoos on his arms, neck and chin area. 


Suspect McAfee reached the gate at the end of the porch and opened it. Suspect 
McAfee entered the backyard through the gate and closed it behind him. 

Sergeant Partida reached the gate which was approximately fifteen yards from his patrol 
car, and heard what he believed to be metal clanging on the ground. Sergeant Partida 
was standing in front of the gate which offered no cover. Sergeant Partida opened the 
gate a split second later after hearing the noise to clear the area directly behind the fence 
and to possibly obtain a last seen direction of Suspect McAfee. 


As Sergeant Partida opened the gate, he saw Suspect McAfee in a crouched position, 
holding a gun in either his right or left hand, approximately six feet away from Sergeant 
Partida. Suspect McAfee raised the gun upward, pointing it towards Sergeant Partida as 
he was standing up from a crouched position. Sergeant Partida saw the barrel of the gun 
pointed at him and he fired two rounds at Suspect McAfee. Sergeant Morris advised 
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Sergeant Partida of the Autopsy results and the fact the Suspect McAfee sustained two 
bullet wounds to the left side of his body. Sergeant Partida stated he believed at the time 
of Homicide Bureau's interview, Suspect McAfee was holding the gun with his right hand. 


However, after the fact, he stated he was focused on the barrel of the gun pointed at him 
as he opened the gate, and that Suspect McAfee may have been holding the gun with his 
left hand, with the left side of his body pointed towards him. 


Suspect McAfee stood up and in one continuo! ion, threw the firearm over the fence 
into the back yard to the property to the north Ee After Suspect 
McAfee threw the gun over the fence, he took several steps forward and collapsed. 
Suspect McAfee fell to the ground face up, with both of his hands on his chest. 

Sergeant Partida stated he detained Suspect McAfee at gun point and heard his partner 


ask him if he was ok. Sergeant Partida advised Deputy Gonzalez he was ok. 


Sergeant Partida stated he heard Deputy Gonzalez advising units over the radio that they 
were involved in a shooting. Sergeant Partida stated he looked over the gate into the 
back yard Mr saw Suspect McAfee's gun lying on the ground on 
the grass area of the back yard. 


Sergeant Partida stated he and Deputy Gonzalez waited for assisting units to arrive on 
scene. Once additional units arrived on scene, Sergeant Partida directed a unit to 
secure the gun which was in the back yard of the house to the north. 


Sergeant Partida was shown a crime sketch ofthe location. He was asked to show 
Suspect McAfee's path along the driveway and into the back yard. On the same sketch, 
he showed his direction of travel from his patrol car. Sergeant Partida was given a crime 
scene photo of the driveway and van behind the gate. Sergeant Partida was asked to 
show where Suspect McAfee was at the time of the shooting. Sergeant Partida believed 
he was not in foot pursuit, and it was his intent to obtain additional information to contain 
Suspect McAfee. Refer to the photo and crime scene sketch in Sergeant Partida's 
transcription section of this report.

The following is a summary of Homicide Bureau's 
interview. 


Deputy Gonzales stated he was working unit 153 from о ШШ ours in class в 
uniform. He was wearing a Sam Brown gun belt which was equipped with his 9mm 
Beretta duty weapon. He also had on his belt, two sets of handcuffs, O.C. spray, 
expandable baton, and his portable radio. 


Deputy Gonzales stated he and his team sergeant, Sergeant Partida went out to get 
something to eat prior to the start of his shift. After they ate lunch, they assisted Pico 
Rivera units on a prowler call and started to head back to the station. 


While driving back to the station, they were heading south on Duchess Drive towards 
Reichling. They saw two males sitting on the porch of a location where they have had 
previous contact with a suspect who was arrested for methamphetamine. 

During that arrest they developed information that a parolee was living at the location. 
However, Deputy Gonzales had no knowledge of what the parolee looked like. 


As Deputy Gonzales and Sergeant Partida approached the driveway, the two males 
stood up and walked towards the front door. One of the males attempted to open the 
front door to the house, however they were not able to open the front door. 


One of the males ran north towards the driveway, and one of the males stood still. 
Sergeant Partida stayed with the male (Suspect McAfee) who was running and Deputy 
Gonzales ordered the other male (Witness MN to lie down on the ground. 


As Deputy Gonzales was ordering Witness [Eto lay on the ground, he heard two 
gunshots. Deputy Gonzales asked his partner (Sergeant Partida) if he was ok. 
Sergeant Partida stated he was ok. Deputy Gonzalez stated he saw Suspect McAfee 
lying on the driveway in front of the van. Deputy Gonzalez stated he put out radio traffic 
advising SCC they had been involved in a Deputy involved shooting and requested 
additional units and paramedics. 


IAB Interview of Deputy Cuauhtemoc Gonzalez 


Deputy Gonzalez was interviewed by IAB investigators Sergeant Morris and Lieutenant 
Carter on May 13, 2015. The following is a summary of that interview. For more 
information and precise wording, see the attached verbatim transcription of the interview 


Deputy Gonzalez and Sergeant Partida were driving back to the station from getting 
something to eat prior to starting his shift. Deputy Gonzalez and Sergeant Partida were 
driving south on Duchess Drive towards Reichling Lane, he saw two males seated on the 
front porch of | Duchess Drive in the city of Whittier. 
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The two males appeared to be gang members based on their clothing. Deputy Gonzalez 
recognized the house from a previous arrest two weeks prior to this incident where they 

arrested a male for possession of Methamphetamine. During that arrest they learned a 
parolee also lived at the location and may be armed with a handgun. 


As Deputy Gonzalez and Sergeant Partida drove closer towards the house, one of the 
males (Suspect McAfee) immediately stood up and attempted to open the front security 
screen door. As Suspect McAfee was attempting to open the front door, he looked back 
over his shoulder towards Deputy Gonzalez and Sergeant Partida. 


Suspect McAfee was unable to open the security door and began to run north along the 

front porch towards the driveway. Suspect McAfee placed both of his hands towards his 
waistband as he ran along the porch. As Suspect McAfee reached the driveway, Deputy 
Gonzalez lost sight of him. Deputy Gonzalez and Sergeant Partida exited their patrol car 
as Suspect McAfee reached the driveway. Sergeant Partida ran in a northwest direction 
towards Suspect McAfee. 


Deputy Gonzalez exited his patrol and went around the front and ordere: ond 
male (Identified as ‘a to “let me see your hands.” vl 
immediately went down to the ground on the front lawn, in prone position hands 
out to his side. 


As Deputy Gonzalez was detaining Mr. m he heard two rapid gunshots. Deputy 
Gonzalez believed at the time of the sh he was somewhere on the front lawn, 
between his patrol car and the lamp post in the front lawn. He asked Sergeant Partida if 
he was "ok" and Sergeant Partida said уеѕ. Deputy Gonzalez used the lamp post in the 
front lawn as cover as he detained Mr. Deputy Gonzalez could not see Sergeant 
Partida clearly, however he could see him through his peripheral vision, behind him and 
to his right approximately 10 to 15 feet away. 


Deputy Gonzalez took several steps back and looked under the van in the driveway. 
Deputy Gonzalez saw Suspect McAfee lying on the ground in front of the van. Deputy 
Gonzalez requested assistance from Pico Rivera units at this point and advised they had 
been involved in a shooting. Deputy Gonzalez also requested paramedics. 


Deputy Gonzalez ordered Mr. [3 place his hands behind his back at which time he 
complied. Deputy Gonzalez was able to handcuff Mr. Г ГИ to assisting units 
arriving on scene. Sergeant Partida advised Deputy Gonzalez there was an article in the 
backyard to the north of their location. 


Once additional units arrived, Deputy Gonzalez directed them to detain Mr. Ez 
Deputy Gonzalez went to the back yard of land located a handgun in 
the back yard. He believed the gun may have been damaged due to the magazine of the 
gun protruding out and numerous rounds lying around the gun.

Deputy Gonzalez remained with the gun until he was relieved by responding units. 
Deputy Gonzalez never touched the gun.

Witness stated he was in the front yard with Suspect McAfee prior to the shooting. 
When Suspect McAfee saw the deputies drive up, he took off running down the driveway 
towards the back yard. One of the deputies chased Suspect McAfee and the other 
deputy ordered him to get down on the ground. 


Witness «ec he heard the deputy that chased Suspect McAfee say, "don't run, 
or I'm gonna shoot you." Witness MM further stated the second deputy ordered him 
to lay down on the grass on the front lawn Witnesslilllllisia:ed he was lying down on 
the grass, facing the driveway, however he did not see anything because the deputy 
ordered him not to move. Witness[llllstated he heard two rapid gunshots and then 
heard the deputy who ran after Suspect McAfee, tell his partner to handcuff him.

Witness Ш ooked outside from her living room window 
and saw Sergeant Partida standing in the middle of the driveway of Duchess Drive 
which was fhe street. She saw Sergeant Partida shooting towards the end of the 
driveway. 


Witness [J heard approximately 4 to 5 shots, however she did not see what 
Sergeant Partida was shooting at. 


Witness ШЕИ stated the other deputy was standing in the front lawn of the house, 
and did not see the deputy detaining anyone. Witness ШШ tated she wasn't 
paying attention to the other deputy because her focus was on Sergeant Partida.

Dear Captain Harris: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the July 19, 2013, fatal shooting of Robert McAfee, Jr. by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Sergeant Pablo Partida. We find that Sergeant Partida acted lawfully 
in self-defense. 


The District Attomey's Command Center was notified of the shooting on July 19, 2013, at 
approximately 1:15 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Renee Chang and District Attorney Senior Investigator Armando Alvarado, responded and 
was given a briefing of the circumstances and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Investigator Gary Sica, LASD Homicide Bureau. 
The voluntary statement of Sergeant Partida was considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On July 19, 2013, at approximately 11:45 a.m., LASD Sergeant Pablo Partida and Deputy 
Cuauhtamoc Gonzalez were travelling in a marked LASD patrol vehicle on Duchess Drive, a 
residential street in the City of Whittier.! They observed Robert McAfee, Jr. ^-— 

tanding on the front porch of a single family residence.” This residence is а known 
location for illegal drug activity. 


! Gonzalez and Partida were returning from lunch. They were not assigned partners that day. Gonzalez was the 
driver and Partida was the passenger. 

? This residence is owned by McAfee’ 

? Approximately two weeks earlier, Gonzalez and Partida had arrested McAfee's at this 
residence for possession for sale of methamphetamines. During that arrest, Gonzalez and Partida learned that 
Robert McAfee, Jr., who was on parole for a violation of Penal Code section 29800, was also living at this location.

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As Gonzalez and Partida neared their location, McAfee and B. in their direction and 
walked quickly to the front door. McAfee attempted to open the door, but was unsuccessful. 
Gonzalez stopped the patrol vehicle and the deputies exited. Gonzalez ordere d 
McAfee to show their hands. | Ж О placed his hands in the air and lay down on the 


ground. 


McAfee ran down the driveway toward the backyard.’ Partida ordered him to stop running. 
McAfee did not comply. With his gun drawn, Partida ran after him. McAfee opened the gate 
and ran into the backyard. The gate closed, causing Partida to briefly lose sight of McAfee. 
Partida heard the sound of metal “clanking” on the ground.$ When Partida opened the gate and 
looked inside, he observed McAfee crouched down approximately six feet ahead with his right 
side facing him. McAfee was holding a semiautomatic handgun in his right hand and pointing it 
in Partida's direction. Out of fear for his life, Partida fired two rounds from his service weapon, 
striking McA fee on his left side torso and his left buttock.” McAfee threw the handgun over the 
hedge into the yard of the next house and ran a few more steps before falling to the ground. Los 
Angeles County Fire Department paramedics arrived and pronounced McAfee dead at 11:57 a.m. 


In the yard of the residence immediately next to where McAfee was located, there was a Beretta 
9mm, Mini Cougar handgun. The safety was off and the hammer was cocked. The gun 
contained a 30 round extended magazine. Parts of the handgun and magazine had broken apart 
and were found in the grass near the handgun. The handgun contained four live 9mm rounds in 
the magazine and one live round in the chamber. Twenty-three live 9mm rounds were lying in 
the grass near the handgun.? 


Deputy Medical Examiner Kevin Young, M.D. performed the autopsy on McAfee on July 21, 
2013. McAfee had a gunshot wound to his upper left buttock and a gunshot wound to his left 
lateral chest.!° Blood samples taken from McAfee during the autopsy were analyzed and 


He and McAfee are members of the Canta Ranas criminal streef 
вап stated that McAfee called him earlier because П а locked her keys in her  -— 
arrived at the location approximately five minutes before the deputies arrived.

There is a chain link gate that crosses the 
driveway, separating the front yard from the backyard. The gate is covered with opaque “privacy slats” that 
obstructs the view into the backyard. 
5 Partida stated that, in hindsight, it sounded like a handgun falling to the cement driveway. 
7 Partida was armed with a Beretta model 92F, 9mm Luger caliber, semiautomatic pistol. 
? Several other witnesses heard the gunshots, but no one other than Partida observed the shooting 2а that 
McAfee had offered [Ma drink of water. As they were walking toward the front door of the house, the deputies 
arrived. McAfee immediately ran down the driveway toward the backyard. heard Partida shout, “Don’t run 
or I’m going to shoot you!” He heard gunshots shortly — Ж." unable to see anything because he 
was lying on the ground in the front yard at the time he heard the gunshots. 
° The handgun had been reported stolen on June 16, 2011. 
1 Partida stated that, when McAfee was crouched down and pointing a handgun at him, McAfee’s right side was 
facing him. However, McAfee was in constant movement. McAfee continued to run and threw his handgun over 
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determined to contain marijuana and methamphetamine. Dr. Young determined the cause of 
death to be a gunshot wound to the chest. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense or defense of others actually 
and reasonably believed that he was in danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. Randle 
(2005) 35 Cal.4th 987, 994 (overruled on another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4% 
1172, 1201); People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal.App.2d 153, 161. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. CALCRIM No. 3470. 


“Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety.” People v. Collins (1961) 
189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight. ... The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving — about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.” Graham v. Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined shows that McAfee -. standing on the porch of a residence 
for illicit narcotics activities. When Partida and Gonzalez approached, McAfee and 
Bl ics attempted to enter the residence. As the deputies exited their vehicle, 
cAfee ran down the driveway into the backyard, ignoring Partida's order to stop running. 
When Partida followed him, he observed McAfee crouched down on the driveway, pointing a 
handgun in his direction. In fear for his life, Partida responded with deadly force. 


the hedge into the neighbor's yard. A reasonable inference is that McAfee had moved by the time Partida's rounds 
struck him. 
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We find that Sergeant Partida acted in lawful self-defense when he used deadly force against 
Robert McAfee, Jr. We are closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.

You are hereby notified that it is the intention of the Sheriff's Department to 
suspend you without pay from your position of Sergeant, Item No. 2717A, with 
this Department for a period of one (1) day.

1. That in violation of the Department's Manual of Policy 
and Procedures, Section(s) $-01/050.10, Performance 
to Standards; and/or $-01/080.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations, and Orders (specifically pertaining to 5- 
10/150.00, Tactical Incidents), on or about July 19, 
2018, while on duty you failed to conform to the work 
Standards established for your position as a patrol 
trained Sergeant, when during a suspicious person 
investigation and tactical dilemma, you failed to employ 
basic law enforcement officer safety principles, and 
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Sergeant Pablo Partida, MEN 2 


exercise reasonable judgment, as evidenced by, but not 
limited to: 


a. continuing to chase a potentially armed man after 
losing sight of him when the man entered 
into a fenced yard; and/or, 


b. failing to use cover and concealment and request 
additional resources to develop a containment in 
order to plan and employ a safe tactical approach to 
secure and detain a potentially armed man. 


Additional facts for this decision are set forth in the Disposition Worksheet, 
Investigative Summary and Investigative Packet which are incorporated herein 
by reference. 

Prior to determining this disciplinary action, the Executive Force Review 
Committee and I have thoroughly reviewed the incident and your record with 
this Department.
